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Heat Wave Hits Tri-Town

The annual July heat wave arrived on schedule 
last week, when the Tri-Town saw temperatures top 
out at 103 degrees on July 22. The National Weather 
Service issued an excessive heat watch to southeastern 
Massachusetts, including southern Plymouth County 
during that time period. 

The heat wave, which spanned from July 21 to 
23, was a boost for area businesses, who advertised air 
conditioning to weather-weary shoppers. Meanwhile, 
Tri-Town beaches were staffed with plenty of lifeguards 
to handle the influx of swimmers escaping the heat in the

In Marion, Silvershell Beach's hours were 
extended to 7:00 pm so residents could continue to escape 
the heat until the sun went down. "On Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, we had extra lifeguards and they stayed 
until 7:00 pm instead of their usual 5:00 pm,'' said Marion 
Recreation Director Jodie Dickerson. 'Tn general, we've 
been extremely busy at Silvershell Beach this summer, but 
there was a particular increase [during the heat wave]." 

In other parts of town, facilities were made 
available to elderly residents, who were at higher risk for 
medical emergencies during heat waves. The Mattapoisett 
Council on Aging (COA) conducted an outreach, calling 
seniors who they considered at risk for heat-related 
emergencies. But according to COA director Vanessa 
Williams, the turn-out was troubling. 

"Not many elders turned out," Ms. Williams said. 
'It was a concern to me. A lot of time elders are so hot in 
their homes, they don't have the motivation to come... We 
give home visits and I ask if they have air conditioning. 
It's surprising how many elders don't have one room with 
air conditioning. I think they've gone so long without air 
conditioning that they see it as a luxury, not a necessity." 

In addition to air conditioning being available 
at the COA and the town libraries, the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Transit Authority (SRTA) made bus fare 
free during the heat wave so residents could beat the heat 
in the cooled buses. 

During the height of the heat on Friday, the Tri- 
Town fire departments were busy responding to false fire 
alarms, likely associated with the heat. The Marion fire 
department responded to a heat-related false alarm at 
Tabor Academy on Friday, and likewise, Mattapoisett fire 
responded to a heat-triggered fire alarm at the Highway 
Department barn that same day.

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his department and "create a dangerous safety issue for 
Rochester Police Officers and the public we serve/' 

He went on to say that closing the court, which 
the department visits on a daily basis, would impact 
the number of officers in town to handle routine calls. 
Specifically, he said daily trips to Plymouth County 
would leave one officer to handle calls for service for 
more than 5,000 residents spread over 40 square miles. 

''Two hours of an on-duty officer's eight-hour 
patrol shift will be spent driving to and from Plymouth 
District Court," Chief Magee wrote in the letter, citing 
increased fuel expenses of about $8,000 per year and 
greater reluctance of victims to pursue charges given the 
Plymouth commute factor. 

The board quickly voted to submit a letter to the 
Chief Justice and representatives urging them to save the 
Wareham District courthouse, and agreed to enclose Chief 
Magee' s letter 

In other business. Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera said that Marion-owned wells in Rochester 
found contaminated last year with high percholate 
levels will undergo additional monitoring. He said tests 
conducted showed that only one well, located at Gifford 
Park, surpassed the 2 parts per billion threshold at 13 
parts per billion. "It's a small amount, but it still requires 
monitoring by the DEP," he said. 

Rochester will use the engineering firm hired 
by Marion to monitor and report on percholate levels as 
required by DEP regulations. He said results of the latest 
testing, which involved 11 soil samples, are expected on 
Wednesday, July 27. He said the monitoring and reporting 
costs the town $4,800. 

"We don't think there is any problem. The state 
requires more testing, so we are doing it right away as a 
precaution," he said. 

The school project is on target for completion by 
August 26, Mr. LaCamera also informed the board. "The 
workers have been working 16-hour days and on the 
weekend. We're on an aggressive schedule... We'll get it 
done," he said. The town administrator said he has been 
visiting the site daily to monitor progress.

Board Supports Inspector on Tabor Field 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on Monday, 
July 25, at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also present 
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were board members John Sweeney, Patricia McArdle, 
Ted North, Tom Magauran, Sherman Briggs, Steve 
Gonsalves and Planning Board Secretary Terry Santos. 

The first order of business was a discussion 
regarding Comments to the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding the Tabor Academy Appeal of Action 
or Refusal to Act by the Marion Building Inspector, 
Scott Shippey With all board members present, a lively 
discussion ensued. 

Chairman Jay Ryder started out with a 
summation of the issue and said that, as chairman, in his 
opinion, it was important for the board to support the 
building inspector. 

Mr. North brought up the issue of the proposed 
scoreboard and said that there had been no discussion of 
it. "Fm looking more at the size of it and where they plan 
to place it,'' he said. 

Several board members noted that without a site 
plan review, details such as the size and placement of 
the proposed scoreboard were unknown and out of the 
discussion. 

The majority of board members agreed that a 
site plan review was needed to fully understand the 
project details including the size and scope of the various 
"structures'' included. 

A motion was made by Mr. Briggs that if a site 
review plan is eventually required by the ZBA and filed 
by Tabor Academy, that the Marion Planning Board 
would have jurisdiction. 

The motion was approved, with five members 
voting for the motion and Ms. McArdle voting against the 
motion. 

The next order of business was the opening of a 
Public Hearing for J and W Realty Trust, at 119 Wareham 
Street, care of Nate Canto for an amendment to site plan/ 
Special Permit. 

At issue were drainage calculations at the 
property, parking spaces and landscaping on the 
Wareham Road side of the property. "We can come up 
with a solution and it can be resolved," said Mr. Canto, 
regarding the rain runoff and drainage issues at the 
property. 
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The board agreed that Mr. Canto needed more 
time to meet with engineers to resolve the issues. A 
motion was approved to continue the Public Hearing to 
August 8 at 7:10 pm. 

Minutes of the June 6, 2011 meetings were 
approved. 

With no more business to come before the board, 
they adjourned at 7:35 pm. 

School Conservation ANR Approved 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board approved 
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an Approval Not Required (ANR) application for 
conservation protection of a five-acre parcel at the 
Rochester Memorial School site at its July 26 meeting. 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said that the 
land would be protected as part of mitigation for the 
construction and expansion project underway at the 
school, which is situated in area with endangered species. 

Ms. Farinon noted that the state's Natural 
Heritage and Endangered Species Program originally 
wanted nine acres protected, but was lenient with the 
town. The town will be able to maintain two wells on the 
site, which are protected by a 16-foot radius around them. 

In addition, the board approved a single 
lot exception plan for applicant Deb Arney for the 
conveyance of 29.6 acres of land at 72 Marion Road to the 
town of Rochester for conservation purposes. The town 
is acquiring this land in conjunction with the Rochester 
Land Trust, Ms. Farinon explained. The land abuts the 
Dexter Lane ball fields, which she said could be accessed 
by a trail. 

In other business, the board determined that 
site plan changes for Forest Landing, a age-restricted 
subdivision project slated for construction, are minor 
and thus do not trigger an additional public hearing. 
The board approved the project in February 2010, but 
developer Mario DiBona has just recently received 
approval from the Conservation Commission and Board 
of Health to proceed. Chairman Arnie Johnson said that if 
the construction does not begin by a certain deadline, Mr. 
DiBona would have to apply for an extension. 

A new bylaw governing rules for home-based 
businesses also was discussed. The board is finalizing 
plans for review by the Board of Selectmen, which will 
refer it back to the board for a public hearing. 

"It will be all ready to go for the next town 
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meeting, whether this fall or spring/' Mr. Johnson said. 

With relatively few projects before the board 
at this time, members agreed to work on creating and 
revising bylaws to benefit the town. Specifically, the 
board discussed crafting bylaws as recommended by 
the Housing Production Plan, currently under review by 
the Selectmen, such as designating in-law apartments 
as affordable to increase Rochester's official stock of 
affordable housing. 

"This is a step in the right direction, to get the 
state off our back," John DeMaggio said. 

Member Susan Peterson indicated that as a 
representative of the Open Space Committee, she would 
like the board to look at transferable development rights.

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keeip him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month. Heartworms can be prevented by using Heart- 
gard monthly and the risk of Feline Leukemia virus can 
be minimized through vaccination.

She promised to formally bring up the topic at a later 
meeting date. Mr. Johnson suggested examining a case 
out of Norwell - where a farm was protected under an 
agreement between the town and a developer.

The board also agreed to look at updating the 
flexible development bylaw to incorporate new Board of 
Health rules. 

New Neck Pumping Station Approved 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

A meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of Appeals 
was held on Thursday, July 21, at the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall to open public hearings on six applications. 
Chairperson Jeffrey Chase opening the meeting. Also 
attending were board members, Steve Vaitses, Susan 
Atkin, Ken Pacheco, Mary Anne Brogan and recording 
secretary Maria Cananzey. Building Inspector Andy 
Barbola was also present. 

The first item addressed was a petition by 
Thomas and Lisa Gamache of 6 Waterview Lane 
regarding property located at 6 Waterview Lane. The 
Gamaches were seeking a variance under Section 6.5 of 
the Zoning By-Laws to construct an in-ground swimming 
pool that does not meet the required setbacks. A letter 
from the applicants' requesting a "withdrawal without 
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64 Industrial Park Road 
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petition'' was read, meaning that the applicant can file 
again in the future. 

Next up was an application by Tina Uihlein by 
Peter Pometti of Cotuit, MA regarding property located at 
2 Pine Ridge Drive. The applicant was seeking a Special 
Permit to allow the construction of a guest house with a 
garage under. The lot was originally two lots combined 
into one, so the board felt that there was sufficient area to 
support the request. It was noted that the property was 
within the Bay Club and that the Bay Club had agreed to 
the petition. The board approved the request. 

Next was an application by Jeanne Downey, 
care of Gregory Downey of 175 North Street regarding 
property located at the intersection of Mattapoisett Neck

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Road and Whaler's Way. The applicant was seeking a 
Special Permit to construct a dwelling on a lot that has 
similar frontage and area and to use the grandfathered 
setbacks. The issue involved two lots, which the applicant 
requested be united into one single lot, to build a home 
using the grandfathered, pre-1973 zoning set-backs. Mr. 
Downey presented to the board and gave a history of the 
surrounding neighborhood. One of the lots, according 
to Mr. Downey, involves wetlands and the proposed 
dwelling would be further away from the wetland area. 
The board approved the request. 

An application by Louise Vandal was discussed 
regarding property located at 1 Beaver Path. Ms. Vandal 
was seeking a Special Permit to construct a family related 
apartment. Ms. Vandal spoke to the board and said 
that the house is now too large for her and she wants 
to downsize and live in an "in-law" apartment to be 
built onto the existing dwelling. Board members noted 
that the square footage of the addition was less than the 
700 square foot maximum for a family in law addition 
approved at town meeting in May of 2011. The board 
approved the request. 

A discussion followed regarding an application 
by Raymond and Susan Drouin of 17 Prince Snow Circle 
who were seeking a Special Permit to allow an existing 
family related apartment. 

At issue was an already existing basement 
apartment, built by contractors, without permits. The 
Drouin family, who was present, was represented by 
attorney Elizabeth Kunz. Ms. Kunz said that Ms. Drouins' 
parents lived with the family, in the apartment and also 
lived with the family prior to their move to the home. 
The application was approved with agreement that 
the apartment would go through the usual permitting 
process, after the fact. 

It was noted that several changes in the unit 
would occur, including additional egress via the bedroom 
windows and other changes that may come into play. The 
applicant must go through the normal permitting process, 
retroactively, and adhere to all electrical and plumbing 
inspections and conform to any requirements missed in 
the original conversion. 
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Last up was an application by the Town of 
Mattapoisett/ Water and Sewer Department of 19 County 
Road regarding property located at 39 Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. The applicant is seeking a Special Permit to 
construct a Municipal Sewer Pumping Station. 

At issue was a change in the location of the 
water and sewer pumping station on Mattapoisett Neck 
Road. The original location chosen was disqualified due 
to a conservation restriction which was not evident on 
the deed, after the decision was made to place it there. 
A second location was selected at 39 Mattapoisett Neck 
Road and the town was seeking approval to place it at 
the proposed location and move forward with the sewer 
expansion. An estimated twenty residents attended the 
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meeting. 

Abutter and summer resident Bobbie O'Hare said 
that she became aware only 10 days ago of the abutters 
plans to place the pumping station next to her home at 41 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

Ms. O'Hare also owns a vacant buildable lot 
nearby, which she said she plans to have her son build 
a house in the future. Ms. O'Hare said that under the 
originally proposed location of the pump-house, she did 
not qualify for a sewer hook up and wanted confirmation 
that she would get one now that the pump-house was 
next door to her property The board said that she 
needed to apply and couldn't guarantee a hook up, but 
considering the circumstances, it was likely that she 
would qualify Board members said that any request for 
a stub at the vacant lot would go in with all the other 
requests received over time by the water and sewer 
department. 

Several of the attendees spoke and urged the 
board to vote positively on the issue to avoid any further 
delays in bringing the sewer line up Mattapoisett Neck 
Road. 

After much discussion, the new location of the 
pumping station was approved for installation at 39 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:10 pm. 

Subcom. Defines Mattapoisett Water Use 

Marine Advisory Board Subcom. 
By Anne Kakley 

At a July 21 meeting, a Marine Advisory 
Subcommittee determined that Mattapoisett waters 
spanning from Strawberry Point to Ned's Point would not 
be suitable for aquaculture endeavors. 

Chairman Alan Gillis explained to a large group 
of interested residents that the subcommittee had been 
formed by the Board of Selectmen, and charged with 
designating Mattapoisett waters with four different 
categories: recreational, mooring, navigational and 
"other". 

The group's report, which is due to the selectmen 
around Labor Day, is one step in the town's quest to 
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create a streamlined aquaculture application process. 
Water areas designated as "other'' will be considered fair 
game for aquaculture proposals, but Mr. Gillis pointed 
out that even if aquaculture applications were received 
for these areas, they would still have to be approved by 
the selectmen, and at the state level with the Division of 
Marine Fisheries. 

The subcommittee members present - Mr. Gillis, 
Carlos DeSousa and Walter Reed - said that their work 
would be partly based on resident feedback, and during 
their hour-long meeting, they heard audience members 
describe the various uses of the waters covered in the 
meeting. 

"I don't imagine anyone. . .would want to set 
fishing gear off of Strawberry Point because it's blowing 
out there 90 percent of the time and it's loaded with 
rocks," said resident Bill Dumas. "For the daredevils with 
their boats, it's a shortcut [to the harbor]." 

As such. Strawberry Point was designated 
"recreational", and Crescent Beach was defined as 
"recreational" and "mooring".

Other waters that have already been covered 
included Shell Beach, which was described as not suitable 
for navigation or future mooring, and Eel Pond, which 
was described as not suitable for navigation or future 
mooring, and having little or no recreational possibility. 

"Putting aquaculture in there might actually clean 
it up/' said Mr. DeSousa. 

''But you might have a hard time selling the 
shellfish," called out an audience member. 

Although the subcommittee discussed moorings 
and navigational uses, the topic of aquaculture cropped 
up repeatedly as the main concern. 

"I just want everyone to be aware of this and how 
dangerous it is," said resident Brett Fortin. "You can't 
sail through it, you can't do anything with it. You need 
to stay away from it. . .It's very loosely regulated, if at all. 
Whether the harbormaster has time to [regulate] this, we 
don't know." 

The next meeting of the subcommittee will 
discuss the water of Brant Island Cove. The date and time 
of this August meeting had not yet been scheduled by the 
time The Wanderer went to print, but it will be posted on 
the town website: www.Mattapoisett.net.

encourage everyone to wear bicycle helmets while on the 
roads, bike paths, and trails. It is especially important for 
children. 

Bicyclist Safety Bill signed into law on January 15, 
2009 by Governor Patrick: 

1. Safer Signaling: Bicyclists were already required 
to use hand signals when stopping or turning, but now it 
is clear that you are not required to signal when you need 
both hands on the handlebars, such as when operating the 
brakes, shifters, or steering. 

2. Riding Two Abreast Permitted: Bicyclists are no 
longer restricted to riding single file at all times. You can 
now ride two abreast (two bicycles, side-by-side), except 
that you still have to help faster vehicles to pass. So stay in 



single file when cars need to get by! On multi-lane roads, 
you can ride two abreast, but all the cyclists in your group 
must stay in one lane (which will usually be the right- 
hand lane unless you are making a left turn). 
Changes for Motorists: 

3. Don't "Door'' Bicyclists: Motorists (and their 
passengers) can now be ticketed and fined up to $100 
for opening car or truck doors into the path of any other 
traffic, including bicycles and pedestrians. ''Dooring" is 
a frequent cause of bicycle crashes and bicyclist injuries, 
and while motorists could already be sued in civil court 
or charged in criminal court under certain circumstances, 
they could not previously be ticketed and fined on the 
spot by a police officer.

4. Don't Cut Off Bicyclists After Passing: 
Motorists used to be required only to stay a safe distance 
to the left of a bicyclist (or any other vehicle) when 
passing; now, motorists are also prohibited from returning 
to the right until safety clear of the bicyclist. 

5. Don't Squeeze Bicyclists in Narrow Lanes: If 
the lane is too narrow for a motorist to pass a bicycle (or 
any other vehicle) at a safe distance while staying in the 
lane, the motorist must use another lane to pass, or, if that 
is also unsafe, the motorist must wait until it is safe to 
pass. 

6. Don't "Right-Hook" Bicyclists: A "right- 
hook" is when a motorist makes an abrupt right turn too 
close to a bicyclist, causing the cyclist to crash or make 
an emergency maneuver to avoid crashing. Motorists 
are now prohibited from making abrupt right turns at 
intersections and driveways after passing a cyclist. 

7. Yield to All Bicycles Before Turning Left: 
Motorists are already required to yield to oncoming 
vehicles (including bicycles) before turning left. The law 
now expressly includes yielding to bicyclists riding to the 
right of other traffic (e.g., on the shoulder), where they are 
legally permitted but may be more difficult for motorists 
to see. 

8. Motorists Liable for Hitting Bicyclists Riding 
to the Right: Bicycles, unlike other vehicles, are permitted 
to ride to the right of other traffic (e.g., on the shoulder), 
and motorists are not permitted to use this fact as a legal 
defense for causing a crash with a bicyclist. 

Also, we encourage all cyclists to wear certified 
bicycle helmets. It is extremely important to prevent head 
injury. Parents, please make sure your children wear one. 
A tragic fact: Each year nearly half a million children and 
adolescents suffer head injury resulting from a fall from a 
bike or scooter in America. A significant number of these 
youth suffer long-term consequences of these incidents, 
forever changing their lives. This rather common 
occurrence is preventable if children are taught to simply 
wear bike helmets

My mother lives at Village Court and tenants still 
do not know who gave the orders to bolt shut the sliding 
glass doors from the outside. The doors were bolted 
shut on the east section of the Mattapoisett Housing 
Authority's (MHA) Village Court complex June 2, 2011. At 
the June 9 housing authority meeting, a prominent board 
member said she would 'Took into it." We are waiting. 
The executive director blamed "Boston" and the "State". 
When tenants inquired as to who in "Boston," she replied, 
"I don't remember; I don't know. I can check in the office. 
It was done as an experiment." Tenants deserve to know 
who ordered those sliding glass doors bolted shut from 
the outside. This is more than carelessness or negligence; 
it is criminal. 

Although the doors were unbolted June 16, 2011,

the MHA's executive director is adamant the glass doors, 
which tenants have opened uneventfully and predictably 
for 30 years, remain shut for health and safety reasons. 
Temperatures soared to 99 degrees in the hallways last 
week. Many residents felt sick. 

I posit that the ''new policy'' to permanently shut 
sliders has little to do with health and safety. It is a pretext 
to cover up for the lack of maintenance over the decades, 
which have contributed to many sliding glass doors and 
other mechanical systems either inoperable or barely 
operable. Asserting concern for tenant's health and safety 
is merely a fig leaf to cover up for years of negligence in 
the supervision of maintenance personnel and shoddy 
workmanship at Village Court. It seems the real threat 
to tenant health, safety and welfare is the dysfunctional 
management of Village Court - not sliders ordered shut 
against the manufacturers intended use of providing 
ventilation. 

I am asking for a top to bottom investigation 
of the Mattapoisett Housing Authority as well as the 
executive director's judgment, managerial skills, and 
decision making abilities, particularly, as it relates to 
who gave the order to bolt the sliding glass doors shut 
from the outside. Someone must be held responsible and 
accountable.

You can see it from 
Sippican Harbor, its red beacon 
blinking, marking the way back 
through Buzzards Bay. The local 
senior housing development 
is named after it and a town 
restaurant took its name from 
it. Today, the Marconi Tower is

a town landmark and a notch in the belt of the growth of 
communication technology. 

It's hard to believe that in less than one hundred 
years, communication via 408 foot towers, requiring 
massive manpower to communicate by Morse Code have 
evolved to a palm size smartphone with worldwide internet 
capability. 

"Today it has satellite dishes on 
it sides and osprey live on top," said Pete 
Smith, curator of the Sippican Historical 
Society. "But we were part of the history 
of communication in America," said Mr. 
Smith. In Mr. Smith's book, A Picture 
Post Card History Book of Marion 
Massachusetts, he describes the antennae 
array at the station and says that "it 
consisted of a mile-long rectangle with 
three 408 foot high masts on the ends, each 
500 feet apart, and two perpendicular rows 
of masts of equal height each 900 feet apart 
- 14 in all. The masts supported an aerial 
made up of 32 wires each a mile long." 

According to Mr. Smith, Marion 
was the sending station for long-wave 
transmissions of weather information 
while Chatham was the receiving station. 
The power plant had a 300 kilowatt output. The station 
was used during World War II by the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. Today, only the remains of one tower exists. The 
others were taken down in the 1960s. 

Joyce Kohout, a Marion native, has done extensive 
research on the Marconi tower. Ms. Kohout 's father was the 
Chief Engineer from 1934 through 1943 for RCA who took 
over the Marconi properties after World War II. 

"A great part of the antenna system was below 
ground," said Ms. Kohout in her presentation on the 
Marconi/RCA station. "Iron wire was embedded in the 
earth, but a new system was put in with the alternators, 
which were copper. Some rusted out over time and as a 




result, there would be sparks across the gaps and little puffs 
of smoke would rise from the ground during transmission." 

Ms. Kohout recalls a spectacular fire with flames 
reaching 100 feet in the air across a quarter mile. "The 
brush had been cut down, but the fire got into the ground 
wires and was uncontrollable. Those nice open areas later 
grew fantastic blueberries," said Ms. Kohout. 

Ms. Kohout jokes that when she was a young girl 
and would get into a tussle, she'd tell a classmate that she'd 
have her father turn off their house lights. Classmate, Mary 
Washburn would jump in to say that she'd have her father 
turn Kohout's lights out first. 

According to Ms. Kohout, Guglielmo Marconi, 
born in Italy to an Italian father and British mother, had no 
formal education and was homeschooled. "He bewitched 
his mother with demonstrations which rang bells in another 
room with no wires running between the devices," said Ms. 
Kohout. Marconi knew that his invention could be used 
commercially to send messages and approached the Italian 
government which showed no interest. 
Marconi's mother took him to London 
where he had better luck. "Marconi held 
demonstrations, took out patents and 
gradually convinced powerful people of 
the usefulness of his wireless invention, 
particularly as a way to communicate with 
ships," said Ms. Kohout. 
According to Ms. Kohout, the messages 
being sent through the Marion Marconi 
plant could not be understood by the men 
working there. "The material was sent over 
telephone lines from New York City under 
a system that could key over 500 words 
a minute in teletype messages," said Ms. 
Kohout. During the 1920s, news reports 
were sent to cruise ships to publish daily 
on-board papers and wealthy individuals 
communicated from their yachts to friends. 
"RCA even had a medical service for subscribing ships on 
emergency conditions," said Ms. Kohout. "It guaranteed a 
doctor would be available instantly to advise on emergency 
conditions." 

Ms. Kohout said that several famous people 
communicated via the Marconi Towers including Admiral 
Byrd, Mrs. Lindbergh, Ann Lindbergh and the Graf 
Zeppelin while moving between Berlin and South America.

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Super Duper

Captain America: The First Avenger, Starring Chris Evans 
and Hugo Weaving. Directed by Joe Johnston. Running 
time: 125 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

"I don't want to kill anybody," says scrawny 4F 
Steve Rogers (Chris Evans) in answer to whether he wants 
to go kill Nazis. "I don't like bullies. I don't 
care where they're from." And there's the 
way into Captain America: The First Avenger 
even for long-haired lefty peaceniks like me. 
The movie's politics pretty much stay that 
simplistic, but then it harks back to a more 
simplistic time, when America's enemies 
were big and bad and all you had to know 
was where they were so you could shoot 
'em. Despite being a sickly stick figure, Steve 
desperately wants to join the Army so he 
can go fight in World War II. He rejects the 
notion of finding some way to serve at home; other men, 
including his buddy Bucky (Sebastian Stan), are charging 
into the lion's mouth, and he doesn't feel he has a right to 
do any less than what they're prepared to do. 

The CGI-depleted Chris Evans, by way of a 
"super soldier serum," becomes normal, beefed-up Chris 
Evans, and he proves his mettle right away, chasing a spy 
through the alleys and crowded streets of 1942 Brooklyn. 
Here and elsewhere, the production design is impeccable, 
a dream of the wartime big city as seen on Life magazine 
covers (and probably only there), and director Joe 
Johnston proves his mettle, too. I can't say he has a vision, 
but he has a solid sense of pace and composition that 
stands him in good stead when he's got sturdy material 
to work with. (With Johnston's last effort. The Wolf man, he 
wasn't so lucky.) The elements, including Alan Silvestri's 
bombastically retro score, come together to form a ripping 
good adventure yarn that succeeds where J.J. Abrams' 
too-reverent Super 8 failed in paying homage to Steven 
Spielberg's salad days. 

Captain America is a productive mix of square 
fortitude and very mild tongue-in-cheek. Even the hero's 
name begins as an emasculating joke: Steve, having 
gained some fame, is pressed into USO service wearing 



a laughable version of the uniform he eventually wears 
in combat; he stands in front of crooning showgirls, 
beseeching audiences to buy bonds, and the media dub 
him Captain America. Soon, in battle against the fearsome 
Red Skull (Hugo Weaving) and his army of soldiers, he 
will become a real captain and leader of men. The Red 
Skull is a Nazi so megalomaniacal he doesn't think Hitler 
is evil enough; with the help of a "cosmic cube" (which ties 
this movie to Thor) he builds super- weapons and an army 
of interchangeable soldiers. I could be wrong, but I think 
the Red Skull is personally shown killing more Nazis (out 
of the usual mu-ha-ha, you-dare-to-doubt-me Evil Genius 
pique) than Captain America is. 

Indeed, the real threat in the movie is the 
Hydra legions, not the Nazis, which helps 
Captain America neatly avoid any real-world 
issues. Not that I'm complaining. Nobody 
particularly wants to see Captain America 
witnessing flyblown children's corpses in 
Auschwitz, or for that matter flinging his 
impenetrable shield at Iraqi insurgents. What 
saves the movie from dumb jingoism is Cap's 
reliance on a group of good, ethnically-mixed 
men, even including a Japanese-American 
soldier. The Howling Commandos, they're 
called in the comics, though not in the movie. The actors, 
particularly Evans, do what they can to invest the film 
with personality, but in the crunch the script sort of loses 
track of the people; one major character dies so abruptly, 
and with so little blowback aside from a brief obligatory 
mourning scene, that I half expected him to have 
survived, somehow. 

Captain America sells a country's long-dead dream 
of itself as an aw-shucks giant modest about its power 
and benevolent in exercising it. This was never true, 
really, even before Vietnam made it abundantly clear to 
anyone without blinders on; see George C. Herring's From 
Colony to Superpower: U.S. Foreign Relations Since 1776 for 
the scoop on how we've treated the rest of the planet as 
our playpen and piggybank for centuries. But the movie, 
full of good humor and color and foursquare opposition 
to bullies, is a lacquered pop-culture valentine to the ideal 
of America as the good neighbor. That its symbolic hero 
looks more or less like an Aryan ubermensch (and was 
created in 1940 by two Jewish comics legends, Joe Simon 
and Jack Kirby) is among the many pleasant ironies 
spinning around in this clean, unpretentious, brawnily 
entertaining fantasia. 
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The first class, running from 8:00 to 10:15 am, will 
be for students ages 7 to 11 and the second class, running 
from 10:30 am to 12:45 pm will be for students 12 to 18. 

The lessons, which feature level flexibility and 
small group instruction, focus on fundamentals of 
stroke and footwork. Longtime ORR coach and USPTR 
instructor Bob Hohne will conduct the clinic along with 
present and former ORR players. 

Adult lessons will also be offered on Monday 
nights for beginners, intermediate players and advanced 
intermediates. Sessions began on June 13 and will run for 
eight successive Monday nights.
